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Water and Power Act 


Is of Local Interest 


Tho California Cultivator of August 


6 has the following article on the pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution to 
be known ns the California water and 
power act. It is of more than ordinary 
interest to the people of the Covina 
valley: 


As we noted last weok, announcement 


is made as to an initiative campaign to 
place on the ballot a constitutional 
amendment providing for state control, 
development and distribution of hydro- 
electric energy and water. 


The measure is known as the Califor- 


nia water and power ad. Among those 
who have participated in drafting it 
are: Rudolph Spreckles, San Francisco 
financier; S. C. Graham. Los Angeles; 
William Kent, former congressman; V/. 
B. Matthews, attorney for the Los An- 
geles board of public works; L. L. Den- 
nett, counsel for the San Joaquin Val- 
ley irrigation districts and representing 
San Joaquin counties in the state sen- 
ate; Clyde Seavy, city manager of Sac- 
ramento and former chairman of the 
state board of control; Dr. John R. 
Haynes of Los Angeles; Dr. Horace 
Porter, mayor of Riverside; William J. 
Locke, executive secretary of the Lea- 
gue of California Municipalities and 
city attorney of Alameda; E. G. Scat- 
ter-good, engineer of the Los Angeles 
power bureau; Louis Bartlett, mayor of 
Berkeley; William Kchoe, former state 
senator; Esto Broughton, assemblywo- 
man of Modesto; Franklin Hichborn, 
Santa Clara; Francis J. Honey, Los 
Angeles; Charles W. Cleary, assembly- 
man from Tulare county; Albert Brnun- 
schweiger, member of the Riverside 
board of public works; Senator William 
J. Carr, Pasadena; J. L. Matthews, Co- 
vina, member of the state water com- 
mission; J. P, Mallon of Colusa and 
Oakland; Judge D. J. Hall, city attor- 
ney of Richmond and chairman of the 
executive committee of the League of 
California Municipalities. 


The committee took advantage of the 


provision of the law which assigns the 
state legislative counsel bureau to the 
work of drafting legislation, and this 
bureau gave material assistance fti pre- 
paring the amendment. 


Tho measure, as it stands, is the re- 


sult of combined efforts on the part of 
agricultural interests and the munici- 
palities to unite all the elements of the 


hydro-electric energy and water, at 
rates which will attract population ond 
industry to California and supply con- 
sumers at the lowest possible cost. 


'' A system by which development 


will keep pace with demand and by 
which construction will be paid for out 
of water and power earnings, without 


I additional taxation.

The campaign will be 
directed by a committee which will, to 
the greatest possible degree, be repres- 
entative of all groups, sections and in- 
terests. This is not an urban or rural 
or northern or southern movement.

join. Campaign headquarters arc being 
opened in San Francisco, Sacramento 
and Los Angeles, and the petitions will 
bo immediately circulated.

the distribution of water for irrigation 
and domestic purposes. 


The foundation of the amendment is 


a provision placing the credit of the 
state behind community development 
and enabling municipalities and water 
districts to pay for the construction by 
returns from water and power develop- 
ed, without additional taxation, or 
bonded indebtedness on land, and with 
the lowest possible rates to users. 


The statement follows: 
"The California water and power act 


will enable the people of California to 
develop and use their own water and 
power. The necessity of state action 
has been indicated by public bodies 
which have investigated and reported 
upon the underlying problem of water 
and power shortage. The state railroad 
commission, in a special report to the 
governor, in which it summarized the 
findings of the water emergency confer- 
ence, estimated that $1,500,000,000 must 
bo spent in California for hydro-electric 
and irrigation development in the next 
ten years. Estimates by representatives 
of the power companies, as to expendi- 
tures necessary for the ten-year period, 
vary from $1,000,000,000 to $2,000,000,- 
000. Private companies ^re endeavor- 
ing to finance this work on the basis of 
interest rates from two to three per 
cent higher than rates wlr->,h the public 
would have to pay under this amend- 
ment. In its report to the governor the 
railroad commission said: 


" 'We believe that the time is past 


when the state as a whole can afford 
to sit by and wait for the spasmodic 
development of its resources by indivi- 
duals. The problem as a whole must be 
solved by the state as such, and it is 
our thought that now is the time for a 
comprehensive program to be outlined. 
This the state can do through its power 
in the enactment of laws and its ability 
to aid in financing.' 


"The men who have associated them- 


selves together in this undertaking be- 
lieve that this statement of the railroad 
commission was warranted. They be- 
lieve that the measure now offered an- 
swers the need suggested by the fore- 
going, inasmuch ns it provides a com- 
prehensive program, the enactment of 
a law and a provision for state aid in 
financing. 


"In 
preparing the proposed amend- 


ment, the committee procured the ser- 
vices of attorneys, financiers, legislators, 
economists, public officials, 
engineers 


and publicists in all parts of California. 
It enlisted the cooperation of men who 
are representative of a wide diversity 
of public opinion and economic inter- 
est, so that the final draft would be 
genuinely responsive to public needs. 


"The 
ends sought by this measure 


are:

Covina Should Prohibit Garbage 


Transportation. 


The reason why certain Los Angeles 


business interests so bitterly assailed 
the proposal to feed garbage to hogs 
at a point near the San Gabriel river 
and near the community of Baldwin 
Park, was not, as might be supposed, 
that those great interests had a right- 
eous desire to protect that locality 
from outrage because it was wrong, but 
because those interests had future de- 
signs upon the locality from the stand 
point of development. A good fight 
was waged, but not from the purely 
•unselfish angle. 
That would be to a 


much to expect in these days. 


When the board of supervisors pass- 


ed a prohibitory ordinance they includ- 
ed in it a clause that prohibits the 
transportation of garbage through un- 
incorporated parts of the county. That 


to regulate for itself its own health 
and safety standards, should lose no 
time in passing an ordinance that will 
prohibit the transportation of garbage 
through its streets on the Pacific Elec- 
tric, the Southern Pacific, or by trucks. 
The city has this power and should ex- 
ercise it. 
The mayor has expressed 


himself as eager to bring about the 
passing of this ordinance. . Monterey 
Park, the city incorporation otherwise 
known as Eamona Acres, on the Pacifi: 
Electric line south of Alhambra, has 
recently introduced an ordinance which 
among other things prohibits the trans- 
portation of garbage through that city 
wtihin three miles of a school or church. 
While schools and churches are no 
more entitled to protection from this 
menace than arc the people within

They never will find a more beau- 
tiful last resting place than where they 
are—and these American cemeteries are 
to be wonderfully improved and beauti- 
fied. 


Fathers and mothers and wives who 


have come over here determined to ship 
the remains of loved ones homo teve re- 
turned, convinced that all is much bet- 
ter as it is, that nowhere could the dead 
be more honored: with more beautiful 
surroundings; that if they could speak 
they would ask to be left in peace to 
sleep on in the soil sanctified by their 
sacrifice, where they gave up their lives 
in order that the nation might live.

'edcration, through its Washington of- 
fice, has, in cooperation with numerous 
agricultural units, developed a compre- 
lensivo agricultural legislation program 
in congress. 


In the senate there has been grouped 


an organized number of senators com- 
ing from agricultural states with the; 
purpose of building and controlling 
:egislation 
affecting 
farmers. 
This 


grou,p or bloc is not Republican nor 
Democratic in complexion and does not 
perform on party lines. It does not 
obey the caucuses of the two big par- 
ties when the issues are not in agree- 
ment with bloc. The bloc in the senate 
holds caucuses of its own. It controls 
a large influence and has the support 
of certain senators upon occasion who 
are not members of the bloc. 
This 


jroup represents the first great organi- 
sed movement in congress for putting 
through definito legislation. 
Senator 


Kenyou of Iowa is chairman of the bloc 
in the senate. 


The house maintains a similar bloc 


with a membership of over one hundred 
representatives. In both houses the 
Dloc controls many more votes that the 
membership indicates. 


The bloc is.alive and speaks plainly. 


It exists to get the farmer such na- 
tional help as he needs. Southern and 
western agricultural areas are mostly 
in the bloc. This group is working for 
a farm credit system, agricultural co- 
operative marketing statutes, a satis- 
factory agricultural tariff, packer con- 
trol, truth in wool fabrics, agricultural 
roads, against grain gambling, and in 
fact the en'ire agricultural program of 
the farm bureau.

5DLONS ARE FIGHTING 


FOR lip TARIFF 


The entire California delegation in 


congress is cooperating with the Cnli- 
fornin, Walnut Growers association in 
their fight to secure proper protection 
for the walnut growing industry in the 
forthcoming tariff bill. Impoitation of 
unshelled walnuts is going on on a large 
scale and the native growers are facing 
the keenest competition from Oriental 
nuts. 
The average importations from 


1913 to 1917 were over twenty million 
pounds, valued at $1,332,000, imported. 
The 1918 figures are the latest available 
but the importation has been steadily 
growing since that time. 


Congressman Swing in an interview 


said: We are doing all in our jjower to 
help the walnut industry. The duty of 
two and a half cents in the Fordncy 
tariff is entirely inadequate and we 
feel that the growers are entitled to 
fair protection. I think that the ma- 
jority of California industries have 
been fairly well taken care of in the 
bill, but the walnut growers certainly 
are not. They have, in my opinion, an 
entirely just cause for complaint, and 
all the Representatives from California 
arc with them in their efforts to have 
the tariff fairly adjusted. 
California 


has such a widely diversified range of 
products that it is hard to get sufficient 
protection for all of them, but I think 
the walnut industry has fared worse 
than any of the others and we shall 
spare no effort to have the matter ad- 
justed on a fairer basis." 
. 


Congressman Linebergcr is also tak- 


ing an active part in the matter. He 
said: "The duty on unshelled walnuts 
in the Fordney tariff if- only two and a 
half cents. This is only one-half cent 
higher than the duty in the Underwood 
act and is entirely too low. 


"I am glad to say that California 


industries in presenting claims before 
the ways and means committee have 
always been entirely accurate in their 
statements and have presented their 
cases in the fairest possible manner. 
They have been able to make an abso- 
lutely clear case in this matter and are 
able "to entirely justify their requests. 
We feel that congress will act in an 
equally fair and frank manner with us 
and will award the walnut industry the 
degree of protection to which it is 
clearly entitled. 
, 


"I have no wish to appear as criti- 


cizing the committee in the least de- 
gree, but I feel that through some over- 
sight this important matter was neg- 
lected and .in view of the plainly evi- 
dent justice and fairness of the request 
of the walnut growing industry, I am 
very glad to make every effort in my 
power to have the tariff adjusted on a 
par with the protection afforded other 
products. I feel sure that congress will 
see the injustice- of the proposed rate 
of two and one-half cents and raise it 
to a point where it will afford some de- 
gree ef adequate protection to the 
California walnut grower."

BURIED IN OAKDAX£ 


PIONEERS TO GATHER 


AT GANEBHA PARK 


With members of Glendora and Co- 


vina posts of the Americim Legion par- 
ticipating, the body of Fred E. Painter 
of Long Beach, formerly of Glundora, 
was laid to rest in ita final resting 
place in Oakdalc cemetery on Monday 
at 2:30 o'clock, following a funeral ser- 
vice in Long Beach which over five 
thousand people attended. 


A firing sqund and bugler from the 


Arcadia balloon school gave the last 
honors to this soldier who -was killed 
in the St. Mihiel offensive on Septem- 
ber 12, 1918. The body had rested in 
an American burial ground near the 
place where he fell, and was recently 
exhumed and brought on under escort 
to the home of his parents. 
H. J. 


Painter, the father, was formerly a res- 
ident of the Glendora district. The mo- 
ther of the soldier is dead. The body 
was accompanied to the grave by his 
father and his step-mother, and by bro- 
thers and sisters. Three brothers sur- 
vive him, being eBnjamin of Marys- 
ville, Ralph and Harold of Taft, and 
three sisters, .Margaret and Lota of 
Modesto, and Bernice of Los Angeles. 
The soldier was 28 years old at the 
time he was killed. 


The service at Long Beach was a 


double memorial for two soldiers re- 
turned from France, the other being 
Eugene C. Binger, whose body was in- 
terred in Sunnyside 
cemetery near 


Long Beach. He was killed in the same 
day in the Argonne. 


Painter was a first class private in 


the 117th engineers, company E, 42nd 
(Eainbow) division. While engaged in 
cutting the barbed wire entanglements 
of his own forces and those of the en- 
emy, in order that the infantry could 
move forward in the drive that caused 
the evacuation of St. Mihiel by the 
Germans, Painter was killed by a shell. 
His company was far in advance of the 
line at the time.

of the gathering of the pioneers of the 
upper San Gabriel valley and the Po- 
mona valley at Ganesha park in Pomo- 
na. The Pomona Valley Historical as- 
sociation, of which Judge Gallup is the 
chairman, is making arrangements. All 
pioneers in this valley are asked to 
keep this date in mind.

ABE GOOD, BUT LOWER 


As is almost annually the case in 


August, the orange market began to 
fall during the past week, owing to an 
overshipment of fruit from all orange- 
growing sections. The prices, however, 
have remained above four dollars the 
box, with some fruit selling at $5.25 
and $4.50. 


All Covina houses are either shut 


down or only packing a very few cars. 
Reports from the orchards is to the ef- 
fect that there is a comparatively small 
drop, and the amount that is dropping 
is more from injury from the tertrix 
worm than from being overripe. 


One packing house manager said that 


he would rather see the fruit that was 
injured by tertrix drop oa the ground 
than go through the packing house, as 
it was impossible to "sort out all the in- 
jured fruit, and tho result was always 
to cause a great deal of decay in tran- 
sit. It is thought that the fruit in Sep- 
tember will be in better condition, ra- 
ther than being an an over-ripe condi- 
tion. 


Lemons took a slump because of large 


shipments from Sicily, and also because 
of the fact that the peak of the hot 
. weather of July had passed. While the 
east is still sweltering in some parts, 
the heat is not as intense as during 
July. The sale of lemons for the mak- 
ing of lemonade has been phenomenal 
this summer, and Exchange managers 
say that the business will be increased 
each summer from now on. Lemonade 
is coming into favor again as a thirst- 
quencher, especially, in the large cities, 
where the old beer of former clays is 
not to be had and the near-beer 5s not 
especially popular.

be protected against those he fought 
for Is presented in the case of Cap- 
tain H. W. Lewald, of Rio Linda, one 
of California's 4,000 almonu farmers 
who are asking a protective tariff duty

Captain Lewald, who served in the 


Navy during the World War, has writ- 
ten vigorous letters of protest in true 
fighting spirit to Senators Hiram W. 
Johnson and Samuel M. Shortridge, 
who are presenting the California farm- 
ers' demands be/ore the Senate Finance 
Committee for revision of the House 
four and twelve cent almond schedule 
in the Fordney bill to the absolutely 
necessary minimum of five and fifteen 
cents on unshelled and shelled almonds. 


Captain Lewald's letter to Senator 


Johnson follows: 


Dear Sir: 


Knowing that you are one hundred 


per cent American, also all for Cal- 
ifornia I know that every Callfornian 
will apprecitae It if you use your 
utmost Influence to get at least a 
5c tariff on unshelled almonds and 
a 15c tariff on shelled almonds. We 
cannot make a go out here with 
anything less than the above tariff. 
All during the late war I served part 
of the time as Captain of an Army 
Transport and part of the time as 
Lieut. Commander In the Navy, and 
I will be a son of a sea cook if I 
done my little part towards winning 
the war and then have Europeans 
put it all over us as they will surely 
be doing if the 4c and 12c tariff goes 
through. 


I am like you all for America and 


ask nothing but a fair deal, but I 
can sincerely say that the almond 
growers of California will come out 
of the little end of the horn, with 
any less than a 5c and loc tariff. 
Knowing that California can always 
depend upon you and thanking you

In another letter to Senator Short 


ridge, Captain Lewald points out from 
personal knowledge the pauper stand- 
ards of living againat which California 
farmers must compete if not given 
proper tariff protection. In his letter 
to Senator Shortridge he says: 


"On my own ranch I cannot make 


it pay if the tariff is less than 5c 
on unshelled and 15c on shelled 
almonds. For years I traveled all 
over Europe, and the conditions that 
the people of Southern Europe work 
under no true American would 'think 
of asking his help to work • under 
the same, and even if he wanted to, 
I doubt if he could get them to. 


"If the 4c and 12c tariff goes 


through I know that the California 
almond grower may as well grub 
out all of his trees and let the land 
lay Idle for he will be as far ahead 
as trying to grow almonds with an 
inadequate tariff. 


"I know that you will do all within 


your power for the almond growers 
of California, just as you have al- 
ways fought for the interests of 


California, and I also know that 
the people of California are proud of 
you and behind you."
